House Disposes of Measure When Speaker Clark 
Signs It and Then Vice-President Marshall 
Affixes His Signature. 
Is Sent First to Sec­ 
retary of War Baker, Causing Delay in Reach­ 
ing President. 


DRAFT ONLY FOR WAR WITH GERMANY 


As Finally Approved, BHI Provides 


For Raising War Army in 


Increments of 500,000. 


MILITARY AGE IS 21 
TO 30 


New Army Not Likely to be Called 


Before September Because of 


Lack of Supplies. 


( By United Freea.) 
Washington, May 18.—The house 
finally disposed of the conscription 
hill this 
afternoon when 
Speaker 
(lark signed the measure. 
Vice-president Marshall signed the 
hill immediately afterw ards and it 
now goes to the president. 
Instead of going to the white house 
direct, the bill was sent first to Sec­ 
retary of W ar Baker. 
He went over 
the bill with the heads of his depart­ 
ment at some length, thereby caus­ 
ing delay in its reaching the presi­ 
dent. 
After two hours debate, the senate 
adopted an amendment to the urgen­ 
cy deficiency bill providing the se­ 
lection of young men for service in 
the new army shall pertain only to 
the war with 
Germany and for a 
period of four months. 
Every person who paid an income 
tax last year must pay this year 
one-third of the 1916 amount in ad­ 
dition to new 
taxes if the senate 
concurs in the house action today* 
Although attacked vigorously this 
provision in the revenue bill wa^s re­ 
tained by the house by a vote of 123 
to 54. 
As finally approved, the hill pro­ 
vides for raising 
by selective con­ 
scription a war army in increments 
of 500,600 men from 21 to 30 years 
of age. 
It also authorizes without 
«directing the President to raise vol­ 
unteer forces which 
Roosevelt 
de­ 
sires to take to France, and greatly 
increases the pay 
of 
all 
enlisted 
men. 
Machinery to register and 
draft 
the first 500,000 men 
already has 
been set up hv the W ar Department. 
Immediately 
after 
the 
President 
signs the hill he will by proclamation 
designate the day for registration of 
of the 10,000.000 or more men of 
the 
prescribed 
age. 
Registration 
hooks will he in the hands of state 
and local authorities who are to co­ 
operate in the work, and Brig. Gen. 
Crowder, the provost 
marshal gen­ 
eral, expects to have his complete 
lists in Washington within five days. 
Then will come the task of select­ 
ing the first half million exempting 
the physically 
fit, tho^e 
with 
de­ 
pendents and men who are needed 
on the farms and in industries. The 
process of selection probably will be 
completed long before the men are 
wanted. 
Secretary Baker 
said to­ 
day that because of lack 
of sup­ 
plies the new army 
would not be 
called to the colors for training be­ 
fore September. 
Whether Col. Roosevelt shall be 
permitted to raise an expedition now 
rests with 
President 
Wilson. 
His 
views have not been disclosed, but it 
is believed 
that he 
probably 
will 
f ostpone decision 
w'hile the 
draft 
system is being put into operation.

appointment

registrars. 
If the suggestions of the Council 
of National Defense are carried out. 
registration 
day for the new selec­ 
tive-draft bill will be a great fes­ 
tival occasion throughout the 
na­ 
tion along 
the lines 
suggested by 
Secretary of W ar Raker in his re­ 
cent address 
to the national de­ 
fense council. 
Director Gifford of the Council of 
National Defense 
has sent a letter 
to all state councils of defense ap- 
pea^pg to them to help make regis­ 
tration day a festive occasion. Gov­ 
ernor Goodrich yesterday made an­ 
nouncement 
of 
his 
intentions 
of 
creating a state council of defense, 
which will have in charge the mak­ 
ing of these arrangements.

ed States who really wants to serve, 
who wants to bring about that tre­ 
mendous power of an exhibition of 
a morally and patriotically 
united 
Nation, both for the stimulation of 
our side of the cause aijid the cor­ 
responding depression of the morale 
of our adversary—every man who 
has that patriotic purpose can con­ 
tribute to make this registration 
a 
great and memorable occasion in our 
country’« history. 
“All the prejudice w’ill be gone, 
if, when this day comes, 
flags are 
floating and bands are parading the 
streets, and the people of the cities 
and of the countryside are accom­ 
panying their sons and brothers and 
husbands of suitable 
age 
to the 
registration 
plarifc 
in 
the feeling 
that here in America is the altar of 
free institutions, and that every man 
who is putting his nam** down 
is 
making an acceptable sacrifice.”

A part of the plans calls for the 
observance in t-he churches of Ind­ 
iana Sunday, of Patriotic 
Sunday, 
which will be a means of getting the 
subject before the 
people 
of Ind­ 
iana. 
It is 
doubtful 
whether 
an 
organization 
can be 
perfected in 
time here for a general observance 
of the day. 
The Indiana Young Men’s Christ 
tian Association has joined in the 
national association army woyk, not 
only among the soldiers ^already in 
service and those who will soon he in 
training, but in raising by popular 
subscription 
the 
state’s 
portion 
($150,000) of the $3,000,000 nation­ 
al fund for promoting the Associa­ 
tion’s efforts among the American 
troops wherever they may be. 
The state has been divided

Rush county’s share would be close 
to $1,000.

States. 
Impressing upon boys ready to en­ 
roll that they are not compelled to 
go into the regular navy unless they 
so desire, and that upon the request 
of his parents anyone can withdraw

reserve, the reserve

chant marine and

DRAFT ONLY FOR WAR WITH GERMANY 


As Finally Approved, Bill Provides 


For Raising War Army in

New Army Not Likely to be Called 


Before September Because of 


Lack of Supplies.

Washington, May 18.—The house 


finally disposed of the conscription 
bill this 
afternoon when Speaker 


(lark signed the measure. 


Vice-president Marshall signed the 


bill immediately afterwards and it 
now goes to the president. 


Instead of going to the white house 


direct, the bill was sent first to Sec- 
retary of War Baker. He went over 
the bill with the heads of his depart- 
ment at some length,, thereby cans-_ 
ing delay in its reaching the presi- 
dent. 


After two hours debate, the senate 


adopted an amendment to the urgen- 
cy deficiency bill providing the se- 
lection of young men for service in 
the new army shall pertain only to 
the war with 
Germany and for a 


period of four months. 


Every person who paid an income 


tax last year must pay this year 
one-third of the 1916 amount in ad- 
dition to new taxes if the senate 
concurs in the house action today. 


Although attacked vigorously this 


provision in the revenue bill wa,s re- 
tained by the house by a vote of 123 
to 54. 


As finally approved, the 'bill pro- 


vides for raising 
by selective con- 


scription a war army in increments 
of 500,000 men from 21 to 30 years 
of age. It also authorizes without

The Dangers oif Tobacco 


Consideration of tobacco and its 


dangers, 
especially 
regarding the 


much-condemned cigarette, is based 
largely on the amount of nicotine 
involved, aecordinf to members of 
the. Indiana Medical Society. 
But 


other products must share the re- 
sponsibility. 
Among 
these 
are 


carbon monoxide ,prussic acid, fur- 
fural and others. 
Although all of 


these compounds 
are 
admittedly 


poisonous, the danger depends on 
the amounts in 
which 
they 
are 


taken. It has been found that the 
amount of prussic acid depends on 
the rate at which the tobacco 
smoked. 
For instance, 
the slower 


the air curernt through a cigar, the 
smaller the amount of prussic acid. 
The entire amount 
is too . small, 


however, for the 
effects to be ac- 


counted for and so Hie chief hlame 
for ill effects must fall on nicotine. 
The ordinary cheap cigarette 
has 


the least amount, the pipe the most, 
with the cigar occupying the-middle 
ground. 


This apparent clean bill for 
the 


cigarette, however, does not contra- 
dict the general 
impression 
that 


:he cigarette is the, most pernicious 
form of smoking. The reasiws for 
this are that the young person is 
more likely to use the cigarette; 
the older, to over indulge in it; the 
smoke is inhaled with the least ir- 
ritation and thus more of .its pro- 
ducts are introduced into the sys- 
tem. 


Furfural is fifty times as poison- 


ous as ordinary alcohol. There is 
a probability that the least harm- 
ful tobacco is that 
yielding 
the 


least of this product. So while the 
nicotine in the cheap 
cigarette 
is 


negligible, the amount of furfural is 
enough to account for its bad ef- 
fects.

this crop a fine seed bed 


should be prepared on land which 
has had a genrous application 
of 


fertilizer 
before 
'breaking. 
The 


seeds are sown in rows from 12 to 
18 inches apart and one to two inch- 
es in the row, and thinned to 3 inch- 
es. Nitrate of soda and acid';phos- 
phate can be used profitably on this 
crop. Thorough and frequent culti- 
vation should"be given."
